New NASA space shuttle passes design review 


NASA cleared the 
launch system being devel- 
oped to replace the space 
shuttle for a detailed de- 
sign review yesterday, con- 
fident the Ares rocket will 
meet technical, safety and 
budget requirements.

Sarah Palin repre- 
sents many things Holly- 
wood liberals love to hate, 
yet she possesses two key 
qualities they admire — 
star appeal and a great 
script.

Democratic nominee 
Barack Obama, by the end 
of July, had raised $5.2 mil- 
lion from the entertain- 
ment industry, compared 
with McCain’s $885,000, 
according to the Center for 
Responsive Politics. 

“It’s like 10 to one here 
in terms of performing 
artists who support Obama 
versus McCain. There are a 
significant group of Repub- 
lican supporters in Holly- 
wood, but they’re just not 
as outspoken,” said analyst 
Allan Hoffenblum.

Chavez alleges

The Invasion, a remake 
of the 1956 classic Invasion 
of the Body Snatchers, 
even lost $2.68 for every 
dollar earned by Kidman 
who was reportedly paid 
$17 million for her role. 

"Despite winning an Os- 
car for her performance in 
2002's The Hours, Kidman 
has become the most over- 
paid celebrity in Holly- 
wood," said Forbes, adding 
that her upcoming movie 
Australia could give her a 
boost. 

Second in the list came 
Jennifer Garner, whose 
movies including The King- 
dom and Catch and Re- 
lease have  underper- 
formed at the box office. 
Her movies 
were calcu- 
lated to 
earn $3.60 
for every 
$1 she was 
paid. 

Kidman's 
ex-hus- 
band, Tom 
Cruise, 
came third 
in the list with a $4 return 
for every dollar he was 
paid, mostly because of the 
failure of last year's movie 
Lions for Lambs. 

For every dollar the star 
earned the film returned 
only $1.88. 

Forbes said the ranking 
was compiled by looking at 
a star's past three movies 
and dividing their total 
earnings by the films' gross 
income to get the actor's 
payback figure. 

Making up the top 10 of 
overpaid Hollywood 
celebrities were Cameron 
Diaz, Jim Carrey, Nicolas 


Nicole Kidman 


Cage, Drew Barrymore, 
Will Ferrell and Cate 
Blanchett. 


The actor whose banka- 
bility improved most over 
the past year was Crowe, 
who was ranked the most 
overpaid celebrity last year 
when Kidman was in sec- 
ond plce. 

Last year, Forbes estimat- 
ed the movie Cinderella 
Man earned $5 for every 
dollar that Crowe was 
paid. 
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Barely a year after Joel 
and Ethan Coen released 
one of the finest movies of 
their career, No Country 
For Old Men, the auteur 
siblings have returned. 

In typical Coen style 
they made a tonal 180-de- 
gree turn, moving from a 
tightly crafted thriller that 
ruminates on the nature of 
violence to a fast-paced 
comedic farce that plays 
hatchet murders for slap- 
stick comedy. 

Given that No Country 
saw the brothers regain the 
edge and craft of their early 
thrillers, there was hope 
that this movie would re- 
turn them to the comedic 
heyday of Raising Arizona 
and The Big Lebowski. 

While Burn After Read- 
ing is a better comedy than 
the brothers’ recent Holly- 
wood dalliances like Intol- 
erable Cruelty, it’s still far 
too inconsistent to match 
their finest work. 

The film stars Brad Pitt

Convinced that they 
have sensitive data, the 
pair attempt to blackmail 
Malkovich. George 
Clooney, who appears as 
the sex-obsessed lover of 
both McDormand and 
Malkovich’s wife, finds 


himself entangled in the 
mess. 

Ultimately, the movie 
plays out like a loose col- 
lection of funny characters 
and ideas linked together 
by a half-hearted plot. 

As a simple comedy, it 
certainly works and will 
provide plenty of laughs, 
but the Coen brothers are 
capable of more.

One small step for 
man is not exactly a giant 
leap for the fly world in an- 
imated 3-D family film Fly 
Me to the Moon. 

Young fly Nat and his 
friends, brainiac IQ and 
gluttonous Scooter, feel 
dispirited in adolescence 
and are in search of an ad- 
venture. 

Inspired by Nat’s Grand- 
pa McFly’s stories of flying 
across the Atlantic atop 
Amelia Earhart’s shoulder, 
the friends are encouraged 
by Nat to find their great 
adventure. 

The flies capitalize on 
American pressure to send 
the first astronauts to the 
moon by finding their way 
onto spaceflight Apollo 11, 
determined to join Neil 
Armstrong and Buzz 
Aldrin as the first Ameri- 
can flies to set foot on the 
moon. They’re not without 
their barriers, however. 
Unbeknownst to them, 
Russian flies have caught 
wind of their presence on

board and will do every- 
thing in their power to sab- 
otage the mission. 

Fly Me to the Moon is 
an endearing story with 
comic protagonists the 
audience wants to root 
for. Visual qualities, in- 
cluding the eye-candied 3- 
D (the film is the first ani- 
mated one to be designed 
and produced for 3-D) are 
the source of the film’s 
buzz. 

The imaginative earthly 
fly world is well construct- 
ed and the ’60s are cap- 
tured in attire and sound 
throughout. Aside from 
the visual, however, jokes 


are lukewarm at the best 
of times, rarely drawing 
many laughs even from 
the young audience. 

While the film presents 
a bite-sized history lesson 
for kids, its championed 
exaction of NASA mission 
details dilutes the family 
fun. If it weren’t for kids 
in the audience reaching 
to stroke the popping 3-D 
images, Fly Me to the 
Moon would have little en- 
chanting power. 

Working from a cliché- 
filled script and ailing at- 
tempts at laughs, three 
flies are thankfully saved 
by on-screen sensation.

Pop star takes 
country route 


Simpson says switch helped her open up

Of all of Jessica Simpson’s 
accomplishments to date — 
pop star, reality TV star, 
film star philanthropist 
star, fashion line, perfume 
and TV beer commercial 
star — none has made her 
feel more at home than 
this week’s release of Do 
You Know, her debut as a 
country singer. 

“Making this record has 
been life-changing for me. 
I finally feel I’m at a place 
in my life where I can be 
myself, I don’t have any- 
thing to be afraid of,” the 
28-year-old tells Metro. 

“To me, the songs 
seemed just right. All the 
songs I wrote in Nashville 


made it on to the record. I 
wanted to open up a bit 
more and share my heart — 
and the only way to do that 
was to go back to my roots 
and do things the southern 
way. Everything seemed to 
fit perfectly.” 

Along with co-writing 
with some of Nashville’s 
finest songsmiths — in- 
cluding Ontario-bred Victo- 
ria Banks, the blond Texan 
cites her duet with Dolly 
Parton on the power-ballad 
title track as a defining 
high point. 

Ironically, Simpson en- 
dured one of her most 
painful moments honour- 
ing Parton during a 
Kennedy Center Honors 
performance in late 2006. 
A nervous Simpson took to 
the stage singing Parton’s 


classic 9 To 5 — and forgot 
some of the lyrics — in 
front of such attendees as 
Steven Spielberg, U.S. Pres- 
ident George W. Bush, Sha- 
nia Twain and Parton her- 
self. Simpson ran off in 
tears and begged to re-tape 
her performance. 

“But Dolly came to my 
defence,” Simpson says. 
“She wrote me a lovely let- 
ter, saying not to let the 
critics make me weep, to 
not let go of my talent, to 
stay focused and follow my 
heart. She’s one of the 
most incredible people I’ve 
ever been around in my 
life.” 

Simpson is, however, ful- 
ly aware that her recent for- 
ay into country music, like 
the rest of her life of late, 
will be under the micro-

scope from the oft-harsh 
entertainment media. 
Despite the popularity of 
MIV’s Newlyweds: Nick 
And Jessica and multi-plat- 
inum success as a pop mu- 
sic performer, Simpson’s 
much-publicized divorce 
from Nick Lachey, luke- 
warm-at-best reviews in her 


choice of movie roles, and 
her post-divorce dating life 
— ranging from Dane Cook, 
Maroon 5’s Adam Levine, 
John Mayer to her current 
beau, Dallas Cowboys quar- 
terback Tony Romo — have 
given fodder for tabloids 
and showbiz magazines to 
run rampant with. 


“If I listen to what every- 
one says or writes about 
me, I think I would be ina 
crazy house by now,” 
Simpson remarks pointed- 
ly. “I think I’ve become a 
stronger person by allow- 
ing myself to learn from 
any negativity that I’ve ex- 
perienced in my life.” 


Spin me round, like a record 


n the early and middle 
90s, while, it seemed 
that everyone on the 
planet was looking to 


dump their vinyl 
record collections in 
favour of CDs because we 
all bought the line about 
“perfect sound, forever.” 

Music stores couldn’t 
phase out their vinyl sec- 
tions fast enough and fans 
feared that turntables and 
styli would go the way of 
the 8-track. Used record 
stores were swamped and 
every garage sale had milk 
crates full of LPs going for a 
penny apiece. 

Even the radio station I 
worked at was going digital 
with our move into a new 
building. Almost two 
decades’ worth of vinyl was 
going to be just thrown 
away. (It’s OK, though, be- 
cause the staff came to the 
rescue. I literally backed up 
a Ryder truck and took 
home about 5,000 pieces. 
They’re safely and lovingly 
stored in my basement.) 

But that was 1995. De- 
spite the industry’s best at-

tempts to kill it off, vinyl 
did not become extinct. 
Collectors kept collecting. 
DJs preferred the tactile 
feel and action of vinyl on 
turntables. And manufac- 
turers kept making vinyl 
records and turntables, in- 
cluding for audiophiles 
who never believed the 
hype of CDs in the first 
place. And while vinyl’s 
share of the market for pre- 
recorded music dropped to 
almost zero, it’s never be- 
came extinct. 

Today, strange things are 
happening in the vinyl 
market. Manufacturing 
plants are having a hard 
time keeping up with or- 
ders. Major labels are ex- 
panding the number of 
vinyl releases (Check out 


Warner’s _becausesound- 
matters.com). Vinyl sec- 
tions are reappearing in 
both _ bricks-and-mortar 
stores and in special sec- 
tions in places like Ama- 
zon. Sales numbers are still 
small — only 1.3 million 
records were sold in the 
US. last year — but that 
represents a 37 per cent in- 
crease over 2006. 

And it’s not older people 
driving the market — it’s 
the iPod Generation. 

The sheer inconvenience 
of vinyl — its size, cost, 
poor portability, fragility, 
rarity, etc. — is being em- 
braced by young fans as a 
way of showing how much 
they care about music.

success relies on selling 
yourself, Tams said he was 
able to take away a sense 
of pride knowing he had 
beat his self-doubt.

This election 
year there’s a lot of talk 
about issues ranging from 
Afghanistan to global 
warming.

Local filmmaker Eric 
Bednarski aims to change 
that with his film The 
Strangest Dream, about 
an international, Nobel 
prize-winning movement 
that started in rural Nova 
Scotia. 

“I hope this film will 
raise awareness of the is- 
sue. It’s not discussed but 
it’s still with us,” said 
Bednarski. 

“The nuclear danger 
has not gone away. Some 
people think it went away 
with the cold war but 
now there are nine 
nuclear states. Before 
there were five. And 
there’s the threat from 
non-state actors that 
would like to get their 
hand on nuclear 
weapons.” 

Joseph Rotblat was the 
only nuclear physicist 
working on the Manhat- 
tan Project to leave on 
moral grounds. 

He helped establish the 
Puwash Conference on 
Science and World Affairs 
— named after its 
birthplace of Pugwash, 
Nova Scotia — to 
halt nuclear 
proliferation. 

The Strangest Dream 
tells the story of Rotblat 
and the Pugwash confer- 
ence, which won the No- 
bel Peace Prize in 
1995. 

“Tt all started here in 
Nova Scotia. For our local 
audience I think this film 
is important but it also 
has international 
relevance,” said Bednars-
